On  the  broad  platform  of  our  common  Christi¬ 
anity,  where  they  have  hitherto  stood  and  acted, 
they  mean  still,  under  God,  to  maintain  their  posi¬ 
tion. 

It  shall  continue  to  be  their  endeavor,  as  they 
humbly  believe  it  has  heretofore  been,  to  imitate 
Him  “  who  went  about  doing  gt)od,”  and  to  be 
humble  learners  only  in  his  school. 

With  these  views  and  feelings,  the  Trustees 
would  commend  the  cause  of  seamen  anew  te  the 
consideratioti  of  the  whole  community,  and  espe¬ 
cially  of  every  denomination  of  Christians. 

And  ns  the  Society,  whose  representatives  they 
are,  never  inquires  of  the  suffering  sailor  whether 
he  be  Jew  or  Gentile;  but  like  the  good  Samari¬ 
tan,  pours  in  the  “  oil  and  wine,”  whatever  land 
may  have  given  him  birth ;  may  they  not  hope  and 
believe,  that  the  members  of  every  denomination, 
possessing  the  same  spirit,  will  esteem  it  both  their 
duty  and  their  privilege,  to  ask  in  reference  to  the 
sailor’s  cause,  “  Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to 
do?”

“  Still  we  are  not  without  ’our  trials.  Roman¬ 
ism  has  been  and  is  still  making  considerable  pro¬ 
gress  among  us.  Its  priests  are  flocking  in  upon 
us  from  France,  and  are  organizing  a  deadly  op¬ 
position  against  us  among  the  natives.  By  the 
most  deceptive  arts  they  are  enticing  to  their  em¬ 
brace  this  simple  people.  Numbers  who  have 
long  and  perseveringly  withstood  the  word  of  Ciod 
and  continued  in  impenitence,  are  now  flaming  pa¬ 
pists,  going  .about  the  country  seeking  proselytes, 
on  the  promise  of  health  to  the  sick,  and  life  and 
salvation  to  all,  and  denouncing  us  as  blind  deceiv- 


semble  him.  The  world  could  not  endorft  the. 
purity  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but  put  hhn.  to 
death.  The  opposition  which  the  human  heart 
has  to  holiness,  is  the  secret  cause  of  all  that  per¬ 
secution  which  has  been  poured  upon  the  ninu  of 
God  in  every  age.  Few  eminently  holy  men, 
who  have  aimed  at  the  reformation  of  their  fellow 
men,  have  escaped  persecution.  The  Hon.  Rev. 
Baptist  Noel,  in  his  address  to  the  Church  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  alludes  to  the  Missionary  Biain- 
erd„  in  this  connection,  in  the  following  manner : 
“  If  ever  there  lived  a  man  superior  to  all  suspi¬ 
cion,  or  who  had  more  enthusiastically  devoted  his 
heart  and  soul  to  the  sacred  cause  of  the  extension 
of  Christianity  than  another,  a  man  who  had  devo¬ 
ted  his  property  and  his  life  to  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  that  man  was  Mr.  Brainerd ;  and  yet  he,  a 
faithful  instructor  of  the  people,  and  a  sincere 
laborer  in  the  vineyard  of  Chrisi,  came  into  col¬ 
lision  with  individuals  of  the  neighborhood  in 
which  he  was  stationed,  and  had  been  designated 
as  being  engaged  in  a  Popish  plot,  and  with  en- 


natives  and  residents,  wms  recently  made  to  iti- 
duce  the  government  to  prohibit  the  missionaries 
magistrates,  bankers,  .and  merchants.  But  the  an- 
from  their  pious  labors.  A  petition  against  them  was 
circulated,  signed  by  2115  persons,  including  native 
swer  of  the  government  w'as  such  as  to  leave  no 
hope  that  any  interference  with  the  nussionarie.s 
or  laws  to  secure  them  and  their  families  from 
Christian  influence  would  ever  be  resorted  to. — 
This  is  a  great  occasion  of  thankfulness,  and  gives 
indication  that  the  influence  of  the  gospel  begins  to 
be  felt. 

The  various  benevolent  institutions  have  recent¬ 
ly  held  their  anniversaries^  and  show  a  pleasing 
suite  of  activity  and  success.  The  Bombay  church 
of  Scotland  Missionary  Societj’,  stated  its  annual 
receipts  at  3400  rupees,  or  about  $1600.  The 
Bomoay  Bible  Society  has  realized  more  than  6000 
rupees,  or  nearly  $3000.  The  Education  Society 
which  is  the  oldest  institution  of  the  kind  in  India, 
and  is  twenty-five  years  old,  has  received  30,000 
rupees,  nearly  $14,000.  It  is  a  most  elficient  and 
useful  Society.  The  Native  Education  Society 
was  formed  about  eighteen  years  ago.  Its  object 
is  to  extend  the  means  of  education  by  supporting 
schools,  by  raising  up  qualified  teachers,  and  pre¬ 
paring  good  school  books.  The  income  of  this 
Society  consists  in  annual  donations  from  the  gov¬ 
ernment,  subscriptions,  &c.,  the  amount  of  which 
last  y'ear,  was  20,000  rupees,  nearly  $  1 0,000.  The 
District  Benevolent  Society,  ivhich  has  for  its  ob¬ 
ject  to  relieve  the  wants  of  those  who  deserve  cha¬ 
rity,  is  also  a  beneficent  and  vigorous  institution. 
The  e.vpenses  of  the  last  year  have  been  10,000  ru¬ 
pees,  nearly'  $5000.  It  has  relieved  much  dis¬ 
tress,  has  been  the  means  of  exposing  much  im¬ 
position,  and  of  bringing  some  persons  within  such 
means  of  religious  instruction,  as  have  been  bless¬ 
ed  to  their  sjiving  knowledge  of  the  truth. 

Heathenism  as  it  is. — A  Horrible  Scene. — The 
following  abominable  transactions,  which  were 
witnessed  by  the  missionaries,  it  will  be  remember¬ 
ed  is  not  an  old  story,  describing  heathenism  as  it 
was  in  former  times,  but  as  it  now  exists.  It 
would  hardly  be  right  thus  to  shock  the  feelings  of 
the  Christian  reader,  were  it  not  important  that  he 
should  know  the  terrible  calamity  under  which 
whole  nations  are  perishing,  by  seeing  to  ivhat 
cruel  frenzy  their  idolatrous  system  often  maddens 
them. 

“  To-day  I  heard  that  the  ceremony,  called  gar- 
da  bug  gar d,  ivas  to  be  performed  in  a  part  of 
Bombay  called  Kamaty-poor,  and  so  I  took  some 
tracts  and  w'ent  to  the  place.  1  found  300  or  400 
people,  of  all  classes  of  the  native  ])opulation,  as¬ 
sembled  near  a  temple  of  the  god  Khutidoba.  The 
number  continued  to  increase,  until  they  probably 
amounted  to  6000  or  7000.  I  found  more  favor¬ 
able  opportunities  for  distributing  the  tracts  I  had 
with  me,  and  for  speaking  to  the  people  on  the 
great  truths  of  salvation,  and  against  the  abomina¬ 
tions  before  us,  (for  such  they  were)  than  I  ex¬ 
pected.  These  abominations  deserve  a  more  par¬ 
ticular  description,  as  they  show  what  Hmdooism 
is. 

“  Two  persons,  a  man  apparently  about  eighteen 
years  old,  and  a  ivoman  apparently  rather  older, 
some  time  ago  made  each  a  vow  to  Khundoba,  and 
to-day  was  fixed  on  for  performing  their  vows. — 
The  first  step  w'as  to  communicate  their  intention 
to  the  devotees  of  the  god,  who  live  in  or  are  con¬ 
nected  with  the  temple,  and  give  them  sufficient 
money  to  obtain  their  assistance,  and  to  meet  any 
expenses.  The  sum  given  in  such  cases  varies 
with  the  ability  and  disposition  of  those  who  per¬ 
form  their  vows.  It  is  seldom  less  than  twelve 
rupee.s,  and  is  often  much  larger.  'I'hese  devotees 
then  assemble  as  many  of  their  fraternity  as  they 
can  find  in  Bombay,  and  make  the  customary  ar¬ 
rangements.  When  the  time  arrives,  the  chief 
devotee,  the  one  who  is  the  acknowledged  head  of 
the  fraternity,  goes  to  the  house  of  a  man  who  is 
pr^iously ’engaged  to  act  an  imi)oitant  part  in  the 
aflair.  They  there  perlorm  some  rites  between

for  which  there  seems  to  be  a  great  and  undimin- 1 
ishing  interest,  and  preaching,  with  which,  how¬ 
ever,  but  few  are  brought  in  contact.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  tracts  distributed  the  past  year,  has  been 
much  less  than  that  of  the  preceding ;  not,  how¬ 
ever,  from  any  diminution  of  desire  for  them  in  the 
people,  or  any  change  of  opinion  as  to  their  im¬ 
portance,  in  the  missionaries,  but  solely  for  the 
reason,  which  Christian  sympathy  and  fidelity 
should  remove,  that  the  ability  is  not  possessed.  For 
about  ten  months  the  press  has  lain  still,  and  of 
course  the  stock  of  tracts  already  on  hand  has  been 
constantly  diminishing. 

Mr.  Robinson  makes  good  progress  in  his  trans¬ 
lation  of  the  Scriptures  into  the  Siamese  language. 
The  gospels,  Mark,  Luke,  and  John,  are  already 
done  and  printed,  and  some  other  portions  of  the 
Bible.  But  the  editions  of  them  have  to  be  small, 
though  the  opportunity  of  bestowing  thousands  is 
every  day  enjoyed. 

Estimate  of  the  Progress  made. — Though  the 
missionaries  are  not  able,  after  having  bwn  in 
Siam  seven  years,  to  see  around  them  any  of  the 
Siamese  who  have  publicly  embraced  the  Christian 
system,  or  who  give  satisfactory  evidence  that  they 
have  bwn  renew'ed  by  the  Spirit  of  (iod,  yet  they 
can  point  to  some  important  results,  which  show 
that  they  have  not  labored  in  vain.  They  re. 
mark — 

“  We  may  be  prepared  to  appreciate  the  worth 
of  what  has,  as  we  suppose,  already  been  accom-

Monthly  Report  of  the  New-  York  Bible  Society. 

My  visits  to  the  shipping  and  boarding-houses  the 
past  month  have  been  full  of  interest  I  have  been 
cordially  welcomed  by  the  sailors  wherever  I  have 


met  them,  and  the  Scriptures  have  been  gratefully 
received  by  the  destitute. 

March  12. — Visited  a  packet-ship  for  Liverpool, 
and  found  a  good  supply  of  Bibles  on  board,  and 
was  informed  by  the  steward  that  the  captain  or¬ 
dered  them  distributed  among  thetsrew  and  pas¬ 
sengers  every  voyage,  that  all  might  have  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  read. 

A  brig  was  hauled  out  into  the  stream  ready  to 
sail,  without  a  Bible  or  Testament.  1  gave  them 
a  copy  of  each.  The  man  to  whom  I  handed  them 
accidentally  let  the  Testament  fall  overboard.  Ef¬ 
forts  were  at  once  made  to  get  it,  the  seamen  from 
a  vessel  lying  near  coming  to  the  rescue.  Per¬ 
ceiving  that  they  were  hazarding  their  lives,  the 
tide  being  very  strong,  and  one  or  two  having  nar¬ 
rowly  e.scaped  falling  overboard,  I  advised  them  to 
desist,  but  to  no  purpose,  for  they  seemed  determin¬ 
ed  to  have  it,  and  at  last  brought  it  up,  much  to 
their  gratification,  not  so  much  for  its  pecuniary 
value,  as  because  it  was  the  word  of  God. 

Gn  board  another  vessel  the  captain  took  our 
card,  and  said  to  one  of  his  men,  “  George,  take 
this  card,  and  1  hope  you  will  follow  the  advice  of 


mingled  love  and  fear,  rushes  forward  to 
wife  and  children  from  eminent  peril.  But  we 
hold  in  contempt,  one,  who  at  such  a  moment, 
should  think  to  act  the:  hero,  and  save  his  family 
with  eclat.  We  blame  him,  not  for  feeling  too 
mifch,  but  for  feeling  too  little ;  and  this  is  indeed 
always  the  fault  of  the  enthusiast,  and  of  the  fa¬ 
natic  too ;  and  even  when  his  spurious  passions 
mount  to  the  highest  pitch. 

The  wdd  extravagance  of  the  enthusiast,  or  of 
the  fanatic,  and  the  torpor  of  the  formalist,  although 
to  the  eye  they  may  range  as  o.xtremes,  are,  in 
truth,  only  varieties  of  the  same  lethargy  of  the 
moral  faculties.  Let  the  enthusiast  and  the  formal¬ 
ist  be  both  awakened  to  a  cordial  belief  of  the 
facts  of  Christianity,  and  the  difference  between 
the  two  will  almost  disappear. 

But  now,  the  objects  of  religious  belief — the 
facts  of  ( 'hristianity,  being  in  themselves  of  bound¬ 
less  range,  and  our  personal  concernment  with 
them  being  of  incalculable  moment,  whither,  it 
may  be  asked,  shall  we  be  carried,  if,  with  such 
impulses  around  us,  w'e  fully  surrender  ourselves 
to  their  influence  ?  “  After  all,”  says  the  objector, 

“  is  not  Christianity  a  religion  of  sobriety  and  rea¬ 
son  ?”  Assuredly  it  is  so,  and  it  is  so  because  its 
seat  is  in  the  moral  faculties,  which  are  never  pro¬ 
foundly  moved,  but  when  they  are  moved  tranquil¬ 
ly.  The  characteristic  of  the  affections  is  depth.

Openings  for  100  missiona  ries ! — The  missiona¬ 
ries  write:  “The  want  of  an  additional  reinforcement 
for  this  station  is  but  a  small  item,  a  mere  fraction, 
in  comparison  with  the  great  wants  of  ffentral  and 
Western  Africa.  Thilt  part  of  the  coast  adjoining 
to  this  and  commonly  denominated  the  Ivory  Coast, 
commencing  within  twenty  miles  of  Cape  Palmas 
and  extending  to  the  distance  of  four  hundred  miles, 
embraces  an  immense  population.  The  number  of 
inhabitants  along  this  part  of  the  coast,  inclusive  of 
such  as  would  be  rendered  accessible  to  the  mis¬ 
sionary  by  means  of  the  various  rivers  ivhich  in¬ 
tersect  it,  would  probably  exceed  one  million.  This 
part  of  the  coast  is  healthful,  and  has  never  at  any 
time,  except  to  a  very  limited  degree,  been  disturbed 
by  the  slave-trade;  and  the  consequence  is  that  the 
people,  as  a  general  thing,  are  comparatively  harm¬ 
less  and  inoffensive  in  their  intercourse  with  white 
men,  are  enterprising  and  industrious  compared 
with  other  parts  of  Africa,  while  the  whole  of  the 
country  is  immensely  populous.  And  of  this  coun¬ 
try,  so  interesting  in  itself  and  so  inviting  to  mis¬ 
sionary  enterprise,  it  may  be  said,  we  believe  with 
the  utmost  truth,  that  its  soil  has  never  yet  been  trod 
by  the  foot  of  even  one  solitary  missionary. 

“  The  vast  and  powerful  kingdoms  of  Central 
Africa  are  about  to  be  laid  open  to  missionary'  en¬ 
terprise  under  circumstances  of  a  peculiarly  inter¬ 
esting  character.  We  know  of  no  fe-ature  in  the 
age  in  which  we  live,  more  cheering  to  the  hearts 
of  the  people  of  God,  and  likely  to  be  productive  of 
more  solid  and  lasting  goml  to  the  miserable  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  Africa,  than  the  fact,  that  one  of  tlie  greatest 


1.  A  total  indiflerence  to  religion.  No  serious 
thoughts.  No  prayer.  No  hope.  The  admis¬ 
sion  of  tlie  importance  of  divine  things,  but  world¬ 
liness  reigning  in  unbroken  power. 

2.  The  sinner  alarmed — burdened  with  a  sense 
of  sin — inquiring  the  way  of  salvation.  The  kind 
warning  of  a  friend,  had  been  the  Spirit’s  instru¬ 
ment  to  break  up  the  fatal  slumber  of  sin.  The 
tears  fell  fast — ^the  recollection  of  a  guilty  life — ^then 
— then  the  deep  sighs  declared  the  anguish  of  re¬ 
morse. 

3.  The  joyful  believer  in  Christ.  “  Light  had 
risen  in  obscurity,  and  darkness  had  become  as  the 
noonday.”  Faith  had  made  the  Savior  welcome, 
and  his  forgiving  love  had  removed  the  curses  of 
a  broken  law,  and  silenced  the 


from  us  since  our  arrival  in  the  country.  They 
were  from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom.  It  will  readi¬ 
ly  be  seen,  that  the  agency  of  this  class  of  persons 
is  likely  to  be  of  great  value  in  the  dissemination 
of  the  truth.  Whenever  we  make  excursions  into 
the  country  we  meet  some  of  them.  They  are 
ready  to  invite  us  to  their  houses,  and  to  introduce 
us  to  their  neighbors.  l’hu.s,  in  a  few  hours,  a 
work  may  be  accomplished  in  preaching  the  gospel 
te  a  little  village,  which  under  other  circumstances, 
could  not  be  done  half  so  effectually  in  days  or 
even  in  weeks. 

3.  Many  thousands  have  had  the  gospel  so 

fireached  to  them  as  that  they  have  understood  its 
eading  principles.  We  have  printed  and  distribu¬ 
ted  about  70,000  religious  tracts  and  portions  of 
the  scriptures.  In  a  large  majority  of  instances, 
the  distribution  of  these  tracts  has  been  accompa¬ 
nied  by  oral  instruction  and  exhortation,  calculated 
to  awaken  the  interest  of  those  who  receive  them. 

4.  I'here  are  some  hundreds,  at  least,  ivho  have 
a  pretty  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Christian  sys¬ 
tem,  and  have  closely  observed  its  practical  influ¬ 
ence  on  those  who  profess  it. 

5.  There  is  a  considerable  number  wlio  profes.s 
to  be  convinced  of  the  folly  of  idol  worsliip,  and 
to  have  forsaken  it.  Cases  of  thiskindare  becom¬ 
ing  somewhat  frequent.  We  think  they  have  been 
more  numerous  during  the  last  than  in  any  pre¬ 
vious  year. 

6.  Finally,  we  consider  it  no  small  step  in  prepar¬ 
ing  the  way  for  the  reception  of  the’ gospel  by  this 
nation,  that  several  of  the  most  prominent  men  ac¬ 
knowledge  their  disbelief  of  the  system  of  the  uni¬ 
verse  taught  in  their  sacred  books,  and  consequent-

He  is  fifteen,  and  has  been  to  sea 
nine  months,  and  I  have  seldom  seen  a  more  pro¬ 
mising  boy,  or  one  in  whose  spiritual  welfare  1  felt 
a  deeper  interest.

The  results  since  their  establishment  (the  first  in 
1837  and  the  second  in  1839)  have  greatly  encour¬ 
aged  the  friends  of  seamen. 

They  have  accommodated  more  than  six  thous¬ 
and  boarders,  about  two  hundred  of  whom  have 
become  hopefully  pious:  five  hundred  have  become 
temperate ;  three  hundred  have  become  masters 
or  mates  of  vessels.  They  have  depsited  in  the 
Seamen’s  Savings  Bank  $26,000,  and  sent  to  p- 
rents  and  friends  over  $30,000  more.  Many  ship¬ 
wrecked  and  otherwise  unfortunate  seamen  here 
find  a  bo?ne  when  their  situation  is  such  as  to  pre¬ 
clude  the  hope  of  any  remuneration,  and  thus  may 
have  been  saved  from  ruin. 

Among  the  first  fruits  of  these  institutions  was
